Yet Albertans have obviously 
made a tradition of getting hopped 
up on goofballs before voting 
what other explanation can there 
be for more than 25 years of Con- 
servative rule? I therefore put for- 
ward the case for mandatory uri- 
nalysis and breathalyzer tests at 
voting stations in Alberta. 

Some people screw up their 
faces and call this a controversial 
idea when it is, in fact, innovative 
and necessary to rescue demo- 
cracy from dope-addled voters. 

The procedure would be simple: 
voters report at assigned polling 
stations where their names are 
confirmed against a voters’ list, as 
per standard operating procedure.

Johnson warns Albertans against 
the evils of so-called vote-enhanc- 
ing drugs 

In practice, the system would be 
easily administered. When analysis 
of urine or breath shows a voter 
has ingested illicit drugs or is 
under the influence of alcohol, we 
could conclude that voter’s judg- 
ment is skewed. Votes attached to 
urine samples that test positive 
would be fed to a shredding mach- 
ine and the contaminated urine 
shipped to the Swan Hills waste 
treatment plant. Ballots attached 
to “clean” samples would be plac- 
ed in a ballot box and the urine 
poured into a toilet. 

At this point standard procedure 
kicks in and votes are counted. 

You can just hear the friendly 
banter among happy, hard-work- 
ing lab techs as they weed out 
spoiled ballots.

Yogic flying could help our fearless leader

WA government that governs 
fics governs best.” It 
wouldn’t be surprising to 
hear that slogan at a political rally 
for Progressive Conservatives, but 
it was actually Natural Law Party 
leader Maury Shapka who used the 
phrase to describe his party’s phi- 
losophy toward good government. 
_ While Premier Klein spent the 
last days of the election away from 
the scrutiny of reporters, the Nat- 
ural Law Party invited the media to 
view a demonstration of yogic fly- 


The basic tenets of the Natural 
Law Party’s politics suggest the 
“unified field” of natural law can 
help create a positive and harmo- 
nious influence on the collective 
consciousness through the “tech- 
nology” of transcendental medita- 
tion (TM). The party believes many 
of Alberta’s most pressing eco- 
nomic, social and political con- 
cers would simply resolve them- 
selves if more people practised TM 
and yogic flying, the cornerstone 
of the Natural Law Party’s policy 
platform. 

Rick Johnson, Natural Law can- 
didate for Edmonton Centre, 
explained the phenomenon during 
a demonstration. 

“Yogic flying is the simplest 


state of human consciousness. It is 
an expression of the incorporation 
of mind-body co-ordination,” he

The coherence achieved bet- 
ween the right and left sides of the 


brain during meditation causes the 
body to actually lift right off the 
ground, he said. Three yogic fliers 
clad in white pants and Natural 
Law Party T-shirts were on hand to 
prove it. 

Patrick Piel, So Kam Tim and 
Rod Falk sat down in the cross- 
legged “lotus position,” on mat- 
tresses laid out on the floor of a 
downtown hotel conference room. 
Cameras flashed and spectators 
gasped as the fliers hopped across 
the mattresses, giggling with 
“bliss” and nearly crashing into 
each other at some points. 


Labored breathing 


After five minutes of flying, the 
audience was invited to ask ques- 
tions of the demonstrators. Report- 
ers observed that none of the three 
fliers appeared to have broken a 
sweat, corroborating the party’s 
claim that yogic flying is a purely 
mental rather than a physical phe- 
nomenon. Nonetheless, their 
breathing seemed to be slightly 
labored. 

Falk said his goal is to become a 
master flier, in order to use his full 
potential for maximum happiness. 
He explained that the “short hops” 
all three demonstrators accom- 
plished indicates they are “infants” 
on a three-stage scale. A flier in the

Poverty organizer takes stots at politicas

f you organize it, they will come. Or so 
[oc Mimi Williams, conference organizer 
of Women for a Change! — The Feminization 
of Poverty, held in early March and hosted by 
Edmonton Working Women. 

Williams gave the conference's success a 
mixed review. Its goals were met at one level: 
71 women who participated in the event were 
able to voice their needs and come up with 
potential solutions to the issue of women’s 
poverty in Alberta. 

But on another level, the conference failed. 
Organizers hoped campaigning political parties 
would unveil poverty issues on their agendas. 
Williams was disappointed by the lacklustre 
response from politicians and the media. Both 
address the problem in only a “cursory” way. 

Although representatives from the Liberal, 
New Democrat and Social Credit parties attend- 
ed the conference, the Progressive Conser- 
vatives declined. 


“It was arrogant of the Tories not to send 
anyone to our political forum,” said Williams. 
After promising to send various party represen- 
tatives, the Tories finally bowed out completely, 
just one day before the conference. 

Why the no-shows? Tory spokesperson Fay 
Orr said her party was aware the conference 
was taking place, but never received an invita- 
tion to attend the event. 

“I thought they were trying to keep it non-par- 
tisan,” said Orr, adding that prosperity, not 
poverty, was the focus. 

Eugene Plawiuk, spokesperson for New 
Democrats, was surprised Williams accused 
politicians across the spectrum of ignoring 
women’s poverty issues. 

He agreed with organizers who suggest the 
Klein cuts have disproportionately hurt women. 

Poverty, especially as it affects women, has 
been a long-standing concern for the NDs, 
according to Plawiuk. 

Williams noted that the NDs have been identi- 


fied with speaking on behalf of the poor in the 
past, but she feels that they have fashioned 
themselves as the party for working Albertans 
in this election and have failed to address the 
problems facing Albertans who cannot work. 

Williams said the upshot of the conference 
was that poor women want politicians to wake 
up to reality. 

Cuts in social spending and welfare rates 
leave poor women scrambling, Williams said. 
When they voice their complaints, they are dis- 
missed as “whiners” and a “special interest 
group” whose needs seem contrary to those of 
ordinary Albertans. 

No spokesperson for the Liberal Party could 
be reached for comment. 

In asense, Williams wasn’t surprised by what 
she sees as less than heroic commitment to 
women living in poverty. She observed that 
poor women are often disinclined to vote. 
“Perhaps that is why politicians ignore them,” 
she said.

he great tragedy of Cio-cio-san, the 
Tests better known as Madama 

Butterfly, is that she wasn’t able to look 
within herself for strength until it was too 
late, French-Canadian soprano Christiane 
Riel says of the character she portrays in 
Edmonton Opera’s upcoming production of 
this seminal opera. 

“When you have a problem in life, you 
should look within yourself for strength, but 
Cio-cio-san instead turned to her American 
husband for salvation,” Riel says of her 
character’s plight. 

Riel knows some- 
thing of the character 
> and her struggle, hav- 

ing risen through the 

ranks to play the role with such 
stellar international companies as the New 
York City Opera, Utah Opera, Minnesota 
Opera, the Canadian Opera Company and 
the San Francisco Opera. 

Cio-cio-san, says Riel, is first seen on 
stage under a shadow, because her father 
had disgraced his family and committed 
hari-kari, Because of this, Cio-cio-san turns 
to an American sailor, Pinkerton. 

“She renounces her past, turns her back 
on her religion and throws away her culture 
only to embrace her husband as a savior,” 
she said. 

But Pinkerton doesn’t understand the role 
he plays in her life. While he is fascinated by 
Cio-cio-san, he plans to return to the U.S. 
and marry a woman there. Finally, he does 
leave Cio-cio-san and their love-child to 
return to the U.S. She waits three years for 
Pinkerton, remaining in love, but when he 
does return he has a new wife in tow. Left 
with no real choice, Cio-cio-san gives over 
her child to Pinkerton and his new wife and 
embraces her heritage one last time — to 
follow her father and commit hari-kari her- 


self.

enough to have the possibility of developing 
that talent,” said Riel. 

Her frank assessment of the situation is 
an expression of something everyone 
knows, but few say out loud. 

“That's something I wouldn't have said 10 
years ago. I've learned that hard work alone 
won't do. Life is like that.” 

So when everything falls into place, the 
excitement is almost unbearable. Riel is 
always excited to play Cio-cio-san and is 
thrilled to play this opera staple in Edmon- 
ton. 

“I love the challenge of this role. She’s on 
stage virtually the whole opera and carries 
the piece on her shoulders.” 

Besides, the opera’s own history, along 
with its enduring, socially relevant themes 
are irresistible. Puccini, and in particular 
Madama Butterfly, are Edmonton Opera 
favorites. Giacomo Puccini (1858-1924) is 
one of music history’s most renowned oper 
atic composers. Rife with emotion, lyricism 
rich orchestration, and a powerful vocal 
line, Puccini was responsible for such clas 
sic operas as: La Bohéme (1896), Tosca 
(1900), Madama Butterfly (1904), The Girt 
of the Golden West (1910), La Rondine 
(1917), and Turandot, a work that was stil] 
incomplete when he died Nov. 29, 1924, in 
Brussels. Turandot was subsequently com 
pleted by Franco Alfano and had its pre- 
miére in 1926. 


‘A brilliant director 


Madama Butterfly was first produced 
here in 1963 and has been successfully 
remounted several times over the decades 
This particular incarnation is in the capabl. 
hands of director Michael Cavanagh, who 
also directed the acclaimed 1996 Edmonton 
Opera production of Turandot. The cast of 
Madama Butterfly includes American teno: 
Adam Klein as Lieut. Pinkerton and 
American mezzo-soprano Kathleen 
Hegierski as Suzuki. 

This production is also notable in that the 
Edmonton Symphony Orchestra’s own 
Maestro Grezegorz Nowak marks his con- 
ducting début with the Edmonton Opera. 

“Cavanagh is a very brilliant director,” 
said Riel. 

“He has a great career in front of him and 
had the humility to remain true to Puccini's 
Madama Butterfly. He refined the play and 
we spent much time discussing the work. 
This production was done with much intelli- 
gence, care and attention to detail, and 
respect. 

“It's always easier for a director to come 
up with a fancy concept that to do what 
Cavanagh did, which is to direct a consis- 
tent and honest version,” she said. 

Riel is also aware of the controversy sur- 
rounding this particular opera and the 
charges of sexism and racism that have 
been levelled against it. 


Denounces sexism 


“This work was written by Puccini to 
denounce the sexism that was taking place 
at the time,” she said. “There was one per- 
formance of this opera where demonstra- 
tors in the audience stood up and started 
yelling out ‘sexist!’ ‘racist!’ — but what do 
we do? Do we ban all historic works that 
speak of these issues? To not show these 
works is not to trust the good judgment of 
the public.

fter years of less successful attempts, the 

modernization of a Shakespearean great has 

finally become an artform of its own. There 
is something about the challenge of bringing the 
eloquent phrases of his old texts into our time 
that draws company after company into the 
fray. Perhaps it alleviates the boredom of stag- 
ing the same money-making work the same way, 
year after year. 

In the Citadel Theatre’s current production of 
The Taming of the Shrew, director Denise 
Coffey and her cast and crew do a spectacular 
makeover to the Bard’s memorable comedy, set- 
ting it in Trattoria Vincentio, an Italian restau- 
rant somewhere in Edmonton. A troupe of 
actors arrive, and there ensues the play within a 
play. 

A farce of mistaken identity and multi-layered 
deception, The Taming of the Shrew centres 
around a rich Pedua gentleman and his two eli- 
gible daughters. Both are of marrying age and 
the favored youngest is much sought after by 
resident suitors. The eldest, Kate the Curst, is a 
headstrong, outspoken brat who refuses to do 
the bidding of those around her, while secretly 
wanting nothing more than a slew of admirers 
like her sister. But there are of course, none, 
and the youngest cannot be married until the 
eldest is. Thus begins the plottings of several 
love-starved men. Throughout the production, 
Coffey is spot-on with her techniques of reveal- 
ing Shakespeare’s subtext and adds just enough 
physical comedy to smooth out the bumpiest 
Elizabethan tongue. The cast is high energy and 
flawless, each beat perfectly in synch with its 
ensuing laugh. And there are many. 

In fact, only the shift from Katherine the 
Terrible to Kate the Kissable seems not fully 
explored. Intentionally or not, Coffey shies away 
from Petruchio’s torture of his wife, making

Kate’s compliance appear a 
choice to humor him rather 
than a survivalistic need to 
obey. Thus, her final speech 
about a woman’s rightful sub- 
servience to her man is 
unconvincing. Is it a genuine 
change from her ill-tempered 
violence into a pitiful, broken 
dog, kicked often enough to 
develop such a slouch? A 
mockery of the man who 
would demand it? Or a choice 
to honor, above all else, a rare 
gift of love? 

The only shame with such a 
fine modernization is that 
they cannot update somé of 
Will’s 400-year-old ideas, 
especially those that make physical and psycho- 
logical torture an appropriate means to gaining 
an obedient wife. True, this great comedy is 
about enlightening a spoiled brat so she might 
for once appreciate the real toil behind each bite 
of food and stitch of cloth. But it remains chill- 
ing to consider how readily our modern audi- 
ence will accept forced marriage, starvation and 
sleep deprivation as appropriate treatment of 
another being — as long as it makes the victim 
into something they can tolerate, or even better, 





enjoy a good laugh at. 

The mere fact that this superbly crafted but 
archaic ideology is staged by someone nearly 
every year reveals a lot about society, modern 
or ancient. Just like this exceptional theatre pro- 
duction, with its talented stars and huge budget, 
you can speak the words in great lyrical tones 
and you can dress them in velvet pinafores or 
Armani to suit the 1990s, but those values of 
superiority, intolerance and cruelty will remain 
coldly beneath the surface, staring up.

One patron expressed doubt 
about what relevance the Internet 
could have to his life. Scheckter 
poked and prodded and found out 
the guy’s favorite car is the 1964 
Barracuda. Scheckter conducted a 
quick search and found 200 refer- 
ences to the ’64 ’Cuda. 

“The guy stayed here for six 
hours,” Scheckter said, of the cus- 























tomer’s conversion to Netizen.

Beth Williams. She’s been studying menstru- 
al cycles since the mid-’80s. Well, guess 
what, guys? According to her latest 
research, you're just as likely to get “PMS” 
— Pre-Menstrual Syndrome, for those not 
from around here — as we are. 

If you had a period, that is. Which some 
men did — well, a fake one anyway — in a 
study Williams did with three of her col- 
leagues at the University of British 
Columbia. They presented their research at, 
get this, the 11th Biannual Conference for 
The Society of Menstrual Cycle Research. 

Let me try and explain. Williams & Co 
took a bunch of women and men and got 
them to chart their physical and mental 
states every day for about four months. 
They tracked things like moods, quality of 
sleep, if they felt good about what they ate, 
how turned-on they were, ability to concen- 
trate, and relationships with partners and 
co-workers. 

To keep things fair, men were also 
assigned an arbitrary 28-day menstrual cycle 
(without the muss and fuss, of course). The 
researchers also kept track of the lunar 
cycles — you know, full-moon, half-moon, 
etc. This is one thing that has been tossed

around, especially in feel-good, New-Age cir- 
cles, as something men and women may 
share when it comes to feeling the weirdies 
for apparently no reason at all throughout 
the month. According to 
Williams, they found both the 
men and women had cycles, but 
they appeared to be completely 
individual and have nothing to 
do with the moon, the stars, our 
hormones, when we bleed, or 
what's on TV. 

For example, just as many 
men_as women experienced 
“premenstrual lows”; they felt 
down in the few days before 
their fake period. 

“The stereotype is 
that men don’t fluctu- 
ate and that that’s 
healthy, and 
women all 
fluctuate in 
the same 
way, related 
to their men- 
strual cycle, and that’s un- 
healthy.” 

In fact, says Williams, while 70 per cent of 
the men and women had mood cycles, these 
cycles didn’t consistently follow the pattern 
of any of our cultural beliefs, be it PMS, 
weekend highs, Monday blues, or buggy full- 
moon stuff. For some guys, for example, 
Thursdays rocked. Williams admits she can’t 
rule out hormonal influences because they 
didn’t measure hormones in their study. 


















“But it would be pretty hard to come up 
with a hypothesis that would explain the 
amount of variability we found,” she con- 
cludes. Does this mean we should toss the 
whole PMS debate out the 
window? 

It does seem maybe we've 
been going down the wrong 
path in trying to find a bio- 
logical explanation for what 
we've come to call PMS, 
says Williams. 

“Women are experiencing 
cycles across their menstru- 
al cycle, but they aren’t hav- 
ing stereotypical cycles; 
some of them are having 
premenstrual terrifics, some 
of them having a mid-cycle 
miserable. It’s different for 

every woman.” 
This means all those 
estrogen and progesterone 
charts they've been showing 
us to try and explain why we feel 
the way we do are crap. “Nobody's come 
up with any evidence linking hormones to 
women’s experiences. There’s no treatment 
or even consensus. And none of it explains 
why men would have mood cycles,” answers 
Williams. 

Her theory is these cycles are naturally 
occurring, but not necessarily biological. 
“Human beings have a natural ebb and flow 
in their body,” she says. 

“People feel different at different seasons, 
sometimes we want to eat more than at 






other times, sometimes we have more ener- 
8y, so that’s all I think it is. It probably has 
more to do with what’s going on in our lives 
than hormones. 

“We have to rethink what's healthy and 
normal,” Williams continues. “To have clin 
ics that treat large numbers of people as i; 
this is abnormal and unhealthy, with th, 
goal of trying to eliminate fluctuation, seems 
unwise.” 

I can just hear all you bloated, crank 
women out there, screaming, “Bullshit!” p,), 
Williams insists that, for women who experi 
ence a lot of physical changes during the; 
menstrual cycle, they begin to connect then 
with certain moods. We're not allowed j,, 
just be moody, so if we blame it on our pe 
ods, we have a legitimate reason for fei; g 
out-of-sorts. Of course, it also gets use, 
against us, the aforementioned “she must 
getting her period,” every time you're j; 
bad mood. 

Williams said the men in the study wer, 
pretty stunned when they were told th 
also had these cycles. “Of course, it was) 
how they'd been taught to think about them 
selves,” she points out. “The women were 
surprised because the culture has bee; 
telling women this all along. They were si); 
prised, however, to find out their eye 
weren't stereotypically connected to thei, 
menstrual cycle.” 

What was also interesting, says Willian 
Was quite a few of the men said they wer 
relieved, because they'd had the gut feeling 
they do have ups and downs, but th 
haven't, in a way, been given permission | 
acknowledge it. 

Maybe it would help if guys could get i: 
touch with their cycles too. We'd feel less 
defective as women because guys would 
have the same excuse for acting weird onc 
in a while. 

We could all blame our cycles.
